The ultimate purpose of this 
paper is to provide historical background 1 atones tion to use ae a basis tor 
deciding future action, there are, of necessity, seas gaps, apparent 
inconsistencies, end uns up p ort ed conclusions in this brief, toe history of 
KUBARI lnvolvwasnt In operations run into Latvia is too ooapUeatod to lead 
itself to the list tad analysis possible within the scope of this brief. 

A principal factor contributing to the present situation end the mas 
which provoked this anelywie is the repatriation of TILBORI St*e dnnghtor to 
the BBSS, together with her husband. She knows of our re l ation s hip with 
her father and may also be aware of several operations we am conducting. 

She has also worked for the TIPSTAFFS as • translator, toother aepeet to 
be oonsldarsd is the feet that TILBORI 1 has lap lied in letters to his 
■other in Sweden that he is going to try to sow oat free Latvia this stusssr . 
Since he Is being run by both the TIE BARS and KQBIBK ind ep e nd ently there 
la a possibility that he night tell the Swedes of oar relationship with 
hie. TILS®! 2 pr a w a nta e problem in that the Soviets new have e handle 
on hia through his daughter and the possibility exists that the Soviets 
will toy to exploit, this situation. In addition them is a possibility 
that tbs Swedes will find out about AKOO^t's independent oan aso channel 
to os and the fast that we am in contest with hia. toother point to bo 
considered is tost a number of KBBARX personnel am known to the principal* 
Involved. Attachment A is a diagram of the connections of the people 
Involved, excluding KBBARX personnel. 

2. Brief Blatorr of the Principals 

A. TILB®J-2 > As early as 19fa3 TILBORI -2 was in contact with the 
TIEBARS. tola cooperation took place during ttoiderean occupation of Latvia 
while HLBUBT-2 waa still inside. Method of this contact is unknown. In 
the fall of 19M» he escaped to Sweden and continued hia resistance work 
for the Swedes. 

It is believed that KBBARX first earn in contact with TJLBORI-2 
soaetim before 1950, through TIBAKSL-5 an Estonian refugee P/A, working 
then for the Swedes. Our dealings with T-2 at 'that tine worn primarily 
to support hie operations through financial subsidy. TILBURX 2 acted as 
a Swedish P/A for TIE BAR Latvian operations, tbs Swedish ease of floor 
would met with GLBUKI-2, often together with TIBAEBL 5 end T1LE8TOK 
(The TIEBAB Lithuanian P/A) and give then notary and instructions. This 
support was navwr enough and upon TILES TtfflE's request, we started furnishing 
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additional support, «t tints through tbs TIES MRS, feat am often unbeknownst 
to that service. About this son tine SMOTE started lto own subsidy of Swedish 
mounted operations. 

In 19l»6 TIIESTONE requested KUHaRK and SMOTH help to run J05BSGX typo Baltic 
operations. SMOTE and KOBARK both agreed indspe!««ntly to furnish money and 
•qnipaoat unbeknownst to tbs TIEBARS, At that tins TIIE3TOHE was a principal 
in gtddlag lAthaanlea op* rations, TILBBHT-2 nan naming Latvian operations, and 
TI BABEL $ vaa running Estonian operations. Each one of thesa poople knew 
from «h«* the aid vaa cosing and they ell know the other individuals involved 
who ware aloe receiving aid, aa well as the identities of the various agents 
dispatched. 

la October 19M the TILESTOHK/ABUS operation took place. In preparation 
for V>a II US T0H8/BAKBR operation the following year, the TIEBARS together with 
TILBOKI 2 mined TIUSST«B, AECOB-7, AECAMB8RO-1, two SetoBians and two 
Lithuanians to reinfiltrate. AECAMBERO-1 did not taka pot £h the operation, 
nor did one of the Lithuanians, Albertos EB3SB0KA5, who was later dissevered to 
have bean an SIS plant after he eaoaped from Sweden to the 8538, Both dropped 
out during the training period. PBSSECKAS Is known to have returned to the 
BBSS before the scheduled dlspeteh of TILES TOHS/HaKKH. In spite of the TES8AH 
di soever/ of an 8X8 agent in the operation, the heat dispatch took place as 
scheduled in April 19b9 oa a Joint USaAB/ShOTH effort. At that Urn KUBARX 
interest in THJSSTOHE woe that of o penetration of the TIE BAR oporationa and 
KBBARK did not attempt to influence operational decisions. The two Estonian 
•gents wars surfaced fey the RIB as pert of the TI BABB 1/5 Ogonek articles in 
the spring 1957. Before his dispatch, TILESfCSffi bed been reorulted by the 
TIE BARS, 3RDTH and KUBARX, ell Independent of each other, and given a separate 
cease channel by.-SSDTift. Proa evidence available to cure* Ives and to 8f®TH, 
we draw Vis conclusion that TILES TORE was controlled fey the BIS, at least 
Since Mnotteo shortly after the TI I£ 3TCSE/BAKER dispatch. Actual date of 
TILES TC8B control la net certain and could date back aa far as 19li6 when he 
had a rat line to Lithuania via Poland. Between the fall of 19hS and the spring 
of 191*6, TIUESTOKB had wade three trips to Lithuania via Poland. The 
TIRESOME project, dated 1952 (a Joint KE/SR effort), contains Vie statement 
that "soma tine after the dispatch of T1LESTCHB/BAKER, Vf/T and S/W traffic 
indicated suspicion of Soviet control". 

After the TI I£ST0KE/B1KE8 dlspeteh, personal contest between KB BARE 
end TILRJRT-2 wee very loose. Regular ccenaunloatlon to and from him was through 
TIHABSL-5. Tram tine to time personal nestings were held. Our contact with 
bin was and ic kept from the Swedes. Me furnished sow support to hie Latvian 
operations and paid bin on average of $1»0 to $50 monthly. In return tor this 
he gave us reports of his debriefings of defectors, reports on Vie operations 
he was running for the TIEBARS, copies of Swedish Vf/T traffic to end from the 
TEE BAR agents inside, (particularly AECOB-7 • Station Tladenar), nans treses, 
copies of fads overt research, and reports on his meetings held with this 
TIEBARS. Thera was and Is ns real KUBARX control of TILBUSI-2. TILESTOHS 
worked for the TXEtABS, SJGTH and KOBARX at the uw tine add we believe that 
HLBORI-2 at least has had contact with 8 MOTH ever the years.

While AKCOB-7 and AECAKBARO-1 were ia treiaiaf ia Sweden in 19it8, they 
de vised a plan whereby ASCAMBAHO-1 eoold independently eon tact AECOB-7 through 
the brothers of AKCOB-7 ia Latvia. In late 1&9 3 MOTH asked ABOAJfiARO-l to 
help thea establish contact with AECOB-7* In enter to ooaonplieh this.

A* There aro no indications, at least up till fairly recently (sis Months 
ago), that *«8 was not loyal to the Woo tern cause. 

0. At the present tine the possibility of Soviet control over f-2 is a 
prise factor for consideration. The foot that the Sovlete now have Aldona in 
their hands certainly can Influence their thinking on T-2, Hie prominence in 
the eadgne field as well ae almost certain knowledge by the SIS of his 
intelligence aetivity for the Swedes If not for the AI8 must be providing then 
with no end of golden opportunities which they are not prone to pass up. Then 
appear to be at least two courses of action vhioh they might follow, the first 
one would be to approach W with the preposition that he beoarae their 
penetration into the TXKBABt, the emigre field, the AIS or all of the*. The 
second possibility is for an outright defection pitch to fain requesting him 
to repatriate and Implying that the daughter wishes hi* to do It and the possible 
consequences if he does net do it. The consequences could easily be that the 
Soviets would tell the world of his 18 activity for the Swedes or for the AX8 
or for both. 

0. With the daughter* s repatriation we should assume that the Swedes 
thenralves eve considering the possible less Of T-2 services as well ae the 
Implications of the daughter being eoaplstaly debriefed by the SIS* We should 
■eke the asuaptlon that the TIEBAES will at the very least discuss the entire 
situation with TXLBURX-2. Should they have any aueplolons of him we nust assume 
that they will look into hie past thoroughly and possibly question him. How be 
stands up under questioning is a natter of conjecture. There la, however, e 
possibility that hs won't stand up under it at all and would tell the TXKBARS 
everything, ineluding his AIS affiliation. 

8. Without a acre thorough assessment of T*S it is difficult to 
predict the possible ham he night do, 8Ls knowledge of AIS personnel, nodus 
operand!, operations et al. la impressive. He is In a position to create 
serious embarrassment to us either with the Swedes, the Soviets or both. 

It. POSSIBILITIES Of SOVIET ACTXOSi 

A. Since the Soviets sow are in a position to exercise control of 
TILBCRI-2, they night consider hla for either an outright defection pitch or 
recruitment as e penetration. In this latter oaae the possibility that the 
Soviets wo aid exploit hla for PP purposes seems to bo diminished. 

B. Based on information supplied by Aldona the Soviets night undertake 
a PP exploitation aimed at o resting difficulties betimes the Swedes mad the 
Anmricaas. It appears that the Soviets will very carefully weigh the 
possibilities of which way they stand to gain more, through the PP exploitation 
or through working with TZlSSKT-£, 

0. The Soviets night decide to conduct IXLBBRX-1 ae a straight 
penetration of the AIS and let hi* cone out. This they would only allow him 
to do if he wore acting in a double agent capacity. If he were noting is the 
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y»le of an unfitting agent, the chance* are that they weald not let bin come 
eat. If he la a tree doable agent, there la a possibility that they eight 
let him eon* eat elaee they did let hie ease eat twice previously. 

D. It appears teat the status of Sxadlsb-MI and Swedieh-Beviat relations 
will probably determine the course of aotloa the Seriate will take. 

S. It la believed that sooner or later the Soviets will exploit this 
situation for PP purposes. It appears that tin timing weald be good as of new 
(July 19£8) einoe the US and the Swedes IS are both alert to the feet that the 
Soviets new know a good bit about all of ear Baltic operations and will 
probably take AB60B-7, and TILBOHY-2 into o as tody if they have not been cooperating

V. It is very unlikely that the So vie to will outface ABCOB-7 end ploy 
TILBDRI-1 straight, since HLBOKT-1 was the connecting link to ABCOB-7.

Therefore, the knowledge 
of TIBBAR/KTOARI Baltic operations that Aliena possesses should be considered 
primarily as •confirmation" to what the SIS already knows. 


B. The interrelation between the TXEBAR KstMd.au, Latvian and Lithuanian 
REDS OX operations, and the dispatch of TILBSTCatt/BABSE after the successful 
escape to the 0388 of an agent for this operation, give the 8X8 ■efficient leads 
back in 19ti9 to have controlled all TIE BAB assets within ths Baltic arses 
since that tine.

D. The areas fertilisation of Baltic operations both in S wed e n , end ia 
the Baltic areas, plus the overlapping interests and relations among several 
KUBARK stations as wall as 8MDTH, sake* It impossible to reach any valid 
ecnelsslon based solely ea analysis of fils information, of what, if any. Inside 
assets remain clean. Therefore, future IBBARK direction of TILBOTJ/1 and 
AEC0B-7 mast be baaed on the assnaptlon that they are BIS controlled. Since 
the Ogonek articles, and the SHOTS da briefing of Berio Balkgi HE BAB-8 has 
considered all his former inside agents as comp r om ised.
